His unworthy son, Aristobulus, the

It greatly angered him that his Jewish 


subjects would not let him assume the 
title of King, although he really held all 
the powers usually associated with that 
name.

lie got hold of the greater part of the 


old .Kingdom of Israel, which had been 
extinct these last four centuries. He did 
not revive the name of Israel, but called 
the eonrjiiered land Galilee, after one of 
the districts in the northern hills. 


What future plans Aristobulus had, we 


do not know, for he was taken sick and 
died after a reign of only one year. 


He was succeeded by his brother. Alex- 


ander Jannaeus, the third sou of John 
Hyrcanus. 


The yoiijig own h;id been in exile ever 


since he had been old enough to attract 
the attention of his f,.ther, who thoroughly 
detested him. He ruled for almost thirty 
years and when he died, the entire king- 
dom had been wasted away. 


Like 
Arisfobuhis, 
the young prince 


made the fatal mistake of taking sides 
in the quarrels between the two religious 
parties. And following the example of 
his ancestors, he tried to extend his terri- 
tories at the expense of his neighbors. 


Although he was ns unsuccessful abroad 


as he was at home, 
he 
never learned 


from experience. 


Tli« wife. Alexandra, 
was no better. 


She became a tool of the Pharisees and 
the actual government of the country was 
in the hands of a small kitf-b.cn cabinet 
of clever leaders who ruled Judah and 
Galilee for the benefit 
of 
their 
owu 


friends. 


That they might the better maintain 


their hold upon the country, the Phari- 
sees encouraged Alexandra to appoint 
Ilyeranus, her elder son and one of their 
most tractable pupils. High Priest 


This was not at all to the likfcg of 


Aristobulus, the younger boy, who had 
been called after his uncle and who had 
inherited many of the letis desirable qual- 
ities of'that defunct nnd uuregretted rel- 
ative. 


When the Pharisees, carried away by 


their own success, began a reign of ter- 
ror and tried to escjte ih« Sudduceau 
leaders, Aristobulus proclaimed 
himself 


the defender of the Sadducenn cause. \ 


The Sanhedrin, or Council, continued 


to be dominated by ihe Pharisees, 
but 


Aristobulus and the Sadducees got bold of 
several very important country towns and 
soon they were strong enough to threaten 
the safety of Jerusalem. 


At this moment Alexandra died. 
Her sons were 
left 
with a depleted 


treasury and a country split wide open 
by civil strife. 


There was nothing new in the situation. 
This turbulent little corner of the world 


uliis retired to the Temple, cut 


down ike bridge u-hich connected tlie fort 
with Hie rest of the city and openly 
hoisted the flag of revolt." 


had forever been ID a turmoil 
of some 


sort. 


But times and circumstances, 
as we 


have said before, had changed. 


A thousand or five hundred years bo- 


fore, no one had cared what those Semitic 
tribes were doing, provided they stayed 
within their own. boundaries. 


But the greater part of Western Asia 


was now in the hands 
of the Romans, 


who had inherited the empire of Alexan- 
der. 


They were 
mainly 
interested in a 


steady and uninterrupted flow of taxes. 


As most revenue in that part of Asia 


waa derived from trade, 
they "insisted 


upon that outward 
semblance of peace 


and orderliness without which no credit 
(and therefore no commerce) was pos- 
sible. 


A certain king 
of 
Pontus, in Asia 


Minor, by tlie name of Muhriciates, had 
just tried to interfere with the Roman 
policy. After a long and disastrous war, 
be had been forced to commit suicide and 
his empire had been added to the He- 
public. 


Oblivious of the fate of this rich and 


powerful tyrant, Hyrcanus and Aristo- 
bulus continued to quarrel 
and caused 


such a disturbance that Rome heard about 
it. 


The general commanding the troops, iu 


the cast was ordered to pnoceed to Jeru- 
salem and report upon conditions. When 
he reached the city, Avistobulus and his 
friends were inside the temple and Ilyr- 
canus with his followers was outside, lay- 
ing a formal siege to the sacred building, 
which was really a very strong fortress. 


As soon as the Romans appeared upon 


the scene, 
both princes asked for their 


support. 


The Roman general, with that cold un- 


derstanding of complicated issues so char- 
acteristic of his race, 
decided that it 


would be much easier to defeat Hyrcanus, 
whose troops were out in the open, than 
Aristobulus, who was hiding behind the 
high walls of a steep rock. 


lie drove away Hyrcanus, and by this 


simple process*, Aristobulus became ruler 
of thu land of Judah and of Galilee. 


But not for long. 
*No one less than fituiotn Potnpey was 


eoraing east and Hyreanus hastened to 
meet him that he might plead his cause 
in person. 


Aristobulus no sooner heard of this than 


he too drove posthaste 
to 
the Roman 


camp to tell his side of the story and 
recommend himself as the most suitable 
(because the most obedient) 
candidate 


for whatever government the Romans in« 
tended to establish in his part of tha 
world.

mind, pardner, some day Pll call .on 
ye'down thar." 


Each day found him waiting at tho

One day came the fateful

The original story of their lives 


was given to Bret Ilarte under these 
circumstances: 


Bret Harte was editor of the Over- 


land Monthly in I860. 
Fred M. 


Stocking was secretary of the coiv- 
pany that was publishing it. Ilarte 
wanted to write a story for the cur- 
rent issue, but could not get nnj- 
thing to base a story on.

He retired to the Temple, cut down 


the bridge which connected the fortress 
with the re.it of the cuy and openly hoist- 
ed the flag of revolt. 


It was a most unequal fight. ITyrcanus, 


the elder brother, went over to the enemy 
and the .siego of the Temple began, ac- 
cording to the bc-r-t and the most efficient 
methods of that day. 


It lasted three months. 
Inside the holy edifue, 
ihe starving 


garrison suffered great privations. 


Their despair however, gave them added 


courage. 


Betrayed by Hymning. they felt them- 


selves to be the defcndiTb of the holy 
cause of Jehovah and thai of Jewish in- 
dependence. 


Deserters (.old Pompey of Ibis outburst 


of religions fanaticism. 


Remembering 
whac the 
Syrians had 


done a few generations before, he ordered 
a general attack to be made on the Sab- 
bath day. 


It w;i.s the cuon'li of June of the year 


,6:i before the birtu ot Chrkt. 


The Roman legions stormed (he Jcw- 


jsh. citadel and captured the Temple to- 
gether with all its defenders. 


According 
to tradition, more 
than 


twelve thousand soldiers were killed on 
that day. 


The captive officers were decapitated, 


•while Aristobulus and his wife and chil- 
dren were taken to Rome that they might 
march in the triumphal procession of the 
Roman General. 


Afterwards, however, 
they 
ni-rc al- 


lowed to settle pciH'e fully in one of the 
suburbs of Rome, where they 
laid the 


foundations for that Jewish colony which 
was to play such an important part in 
the imperial history of western Europe 
in the days of Paul and Peter. 


Once the fight'"!,' was over. HIP Rom- 


ans, v,ith that wise moderation 
which 
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characterized them until the end of their 
history, refrained 
from plundering the 


Temple and allowed its continued use as a 
place of worship. But Pompey got scant 
gratitude for this act of generosity. 


Out of sheer curiosity and totally ig- 


norant of the prejudices of his former 
enemies, Pompey and 
his staff in the 


course of a tour of inspection happened 
to wander into the Holy of Holies. 


It proved to he a small stone room, en- 


tirely bare and empty. 


As soon as the llomans had convinced 


themselves that this sacred chamber con- 
tained nothing of interest, they left it. 


But to the Jews, this visit, however 


short, on the part of unclean foreigners, 
meant sacrilege which must hring forth 
a terrible revenge on the part of Je- 
hovah. 


They never forgave Pompey. 
Whatever lie tried to do for his newly 


acquired subjects was 
as 
naught com- 


pared to this one unconscious insult to 
their religious pride. 


Pompey, of course, never knew what 


he had done. 


From his point of view, he had been 


most umifually lenient. 


He hnd allowed Hyrnaeus to return to 


Jerusalem and he had even oppoiulrd 
him ILiyh Priest to pacify the Pharisees. 
As, a tinal act of grace, he had given him 
the rank of Kthnar h. This was a rather 
hazy title sometimes bestowed upon for- 
mer independent sovereigns. 
It. carried 


T i H i o -.,,,11-117. 
hnf flsitii-rr-il the national 


pride of the conquered race. The Romans 
were very generous with this titular dis- 
tinction, provided the candidate followed 
their instructions and behaved with the 
necessary- discretion. 


If Hyrcanus had been a capable man, 


even then something 
might 
have been 


saved out of the .'inn of his country. 


But the Ethnarch was wholly incom- 


petent and soon lost what little prestige 
he still enjoyed. 


Some thirty years before, when Alex- 


ander Jamiaeus, the father of Hyrnaeus 
and Aristobulus, was king, he bad ap- 
pointed a certain Antipater to be gov- 
ernor of the district of Edom or Idnmaea, 
situated south of Jerusalem. 


The original Antipater loved to fish in 


that troubled water which according to the 
old proverb is apt to provide a clever and 
unscrupulous sportsman 
with a liberal 


catch. 


He prctc-nded to be a faithful friend 


of Hyrnaeus and often whispered discreet 
words of advice into his ear. 


But such bits of gratuitous council were 


inevitably followed by further complica- 
tions and by additional 
difficulties in 


the land of Judah. 


Bo intelligently did Antipater play his 


game that he soon lound himself banking 
right royally in the pleasant sun of Rom- 
an favor. 


When civil war broke out in Rome and 


when the armies ot Pompey were pitched 
against those of his rival, Caesar, Anti- 
pater waited to see who should be the 
victor. 


As soon as Po-.upey had been defeated 


on the field of Pharialia in the year 43 
before the birth of Christ, the Idumaean 
ruler made common cause with Caesar. 


Jn return for this loyal support, Caesar 


bestowed upon Autipater the dignity of a 
Eoman citizen and tacitly allowed him to 
become the power behind the tottering 
throne of the country which was now 
called Judaea. 


The new "citizen"' made arood use of his 


f;;vom! p<-~i!i"!i. 


• He strengthened his hold upon the peo- 
ple. 


His Jewish subjects were given a great- 


er degree of liberty than they hnd en- 
joyed for a long time. 


They were exempted from service in the 


Homaa armies and were allowed to re- 
build the walls of Jerusalem. 


Th^y were no longer forced lo pay the 


snail tribute which Pompey had exacted 
from them. 


And they regained almost complete ju- 


dicial and religious independence. 


But Antipater fared no better at the 


hands of the Pharisees than Pompey had 
done. They adcuswi him of being a for- 
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eigner and an upstart and a usurper who 
had no right to the throne of David. 


They talked of making Antigonus, the 


son of Aristobulus and the grandson of 
Alexander Januaeus, their king. 
Once 


more they behaved as if they, uad not 
the Romans, were the masters of western 
Asia. 


In this instance it did not matter very 


much, for Antipater was easily their su- 
perior both in his shrewdness and in his 
complete lack of scruples. 


He had certain ambitious plans for his 


own dynasty and felt that the hour had 
come to dispose of the house of Macca- 
bee. 


He moved slowly, hut never lost sight 


of his ultimate purpose. 


Just when everything was ready, 
he 


was unfortunately poisoned by a friend 
of Hyrcanus. 


But his son Herod continued the -work 


along the lines laid down by his father 
and with equal success. 


Antigonus was foolishly encouraged to 


begin a revolution 
against the Roman 


government. 


This ill-timed uprising ended in the 


disaster which Herod had anticipated. 


Antigonus with, a few soldiers fled to 


the Temple and after a long siege which 
greatly embittered the Romans 
he was 


forced to surrender. 


Antigonus begged 
that 
bis life 
be 


spared. 


The Roman?, howescr. refu^-d in show 


mercy upon Hii< occasion, 


llurdly a year had gone 
by without 


sonic sort of disturbance hi llu-ir Judauan 
province. 


They had granted the Juv\» ^11 ^orls 


of privilege*, and the Jews in, return had 


' 
' 


costly rebellions. 


This time they were resolved to make 


an example which should be remembered 
u n f i l the cud of time. 


Antigonus was treafed like an ordinary 


criminal. 


Pie was publicly whipped and thereupon 


decapitated. 


The Maccabee dynasty came to an end 


and Herod received the fchroue. 


lie married 
Mariamme. the 
grand- 


daughter of Hyrcanus, and thereby cs- 
tabh-.hed a vague relationship with the 
legitimate riders of Judaea. 


In this way. Herod, by the grace of the 


Eoman legions, became king of part of the 
Je\vs. 


It was the thirty-seventh year before 


the beginning of our era, and much was 
wronq; with the world. 


BIRTH OF JESUS 


CHAPTER XX 


In the year 11. Tacitus, the Roman his- 


torian, tried to account for the persecu- 
tions of a new sect which had just taken 
place throughout the Empire. 


He was no friend of Nero. 
All the same, he did hit boat to find 


some excuse for this particular outrage. 


''The Emperor," so he wrote, ''has in- 


flicted cruel tortures upon certain men 
and women who 
are 
hated 
for their 


crimes and who are called 'Christians' -by 
the mob. The particular Christ from whom 
the}' have taken their name was put to 
death under the Emperor Tiberius by a 
certain Pontius Pilate, who happened to 
be procurator of Judaea, a distant prov- 
ince in Asia. Although repressed^ for a 
while, this terrible and detestable super- 
stition has broken out again, not only in 
Judaea, the ground of the evil, but also 
in Rome, to which city, unfortunately, all 
the infamies 
and irregularities of the 


world lend to gravitate." 


Tacitus mentioned the whole matter in 


thn' detn^hod way in which an English 
journalist of the year 1776 might have 
referred to certain insignificant revolu- 
tionary outbreaks which hnd occurred in 
n distant colony of the Empire but which 
were not supposed to be of a very serious 
nature. 


The Roman did not know exactly who 


those "Christians" of whom he wrote so 
eontn.nptuously were or who that Christ 
was from whom "they had taken their 
name." 


He did not know and he did not care. 
There always was trouble of some sort 


in a state as big and as complicated as the 
Roman Empire and the Jews who weri 
to be found in most of th« larger eitiea 


were always quarreling among each other 
and invariably exasperated 
the magis- 


trate to whom they carried their disputes 
by their faithful tenacity to certain in- 
comprehensible laws. 


The Christ in qne^tinn 
had probaiJy 


been a preacher in some obscure little 
synagogue in Galilee or Judaea, 


Of course there was more than a prob- 


ability that Nero hnd been a bit too se- 
vere. 


On the other hand, it was better not to 


be too lenient in such matters. And there 
the question rested, as far as Tacit 11,-= was 
concerned. 


He never mentioned the offending sect 


again. 


His interest was entirely academic and 


such as we ourselves might take in the 
trouble between the Canadian Mounted 
Police and those strange 
Russian sects, 


which inhabit the western portion of that 
vast empire of forests and grain fields. 


The inforcnation which other writers 


of thai period throw upon the same sub- 
ject leaves us little wiser. 


Josephus, a Jew, who in the year So 


of our era published a detailed history of 
his country, mentions Pontius Pilate aud 
John the Baptist but we do not find the 
name of Jesus in the original vei^ion of 
his work. 


Justus of Tiberias, who wrote at the 


same time as Josephus. had apparently 
never heard of Jesus, 
although he was 


thoroughly familiar with the Jewi-h his- 
tory of the fir^t two centuries. 


There is complete- silence on the p,u; L>[ 


all contemporary historians aud \\e tie--

Like the book of Daniel aud the P.?alm^

In the liana-hung jungles of the upper Amazon 


and among the jagged lava islands of the Gala- 
pagos group, American toologi.-ts have discovered 
animals and birds that would make Sir John 
Mandeville's best efforts look as interesting as a 
horse with spavins. 


Consider, "for instance, the festive hoatzin. that 


nests among the mucka-mucka trees. This re- 
markable bird possesses lingers on its wings, 
screeches like a buzz-saw and smells like a circus. 
This, we solemnly assert, is a real bird and not re- 
lated in. any way to the fatu-liva that lays dice- 
marked eggs or to Cant. Traprock's Cayenne pep- 
per bird that flies upside down to keep its stom- 
ach cool. 


The hoatzin stepped into the news columns a 


few weeks ago when an expedition from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania set out to find it in the 
mucka-mucka tangles of British Guiana. A stuffed 
hoatzin leads an uneventful existence in the Mu- 
seum of Natural History, but no live bird of this 
species has ever poked a beak past Ellis Island. 


According to Dr. V/illiam Beebe, who ha? ob- 


served the hoatzin extensively during canoe trips 
UD and down .juntrlf 
1 rivers, the younir birds look 


remarkably like newly natcneu dinosaurs,

one afternoon, nu-t a comely middle-aged 
woman, with whom he entered into con- 
rer-ation.

into personalities, and she paid that her 
name was Curtis and that her husband 
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ua-, in England. After they were better 
acquainted, he learned that she was the 
wile of Welcome A. Botkin. then resid- 
ing at Stockton with their son. Beverly. 
Her maiden name was Cordelia Brown, 
and the town oi Brownsville, Nebraska, 
had been named after her father.

husband, prior to their removal to Cali- 
fornia, had been cashier of the Missouri 
Vallev Bank of Kansas City. 


When the blowing up of the Maine 


caused apprehension of important de- 


•v elopments in the West Indies, Dunning 
was selected as a war correspondent and 
ordered to Porto Rico. 
He informed 


Mr-. 
Botkui of his approaching de- 


parture. 
She pleaded with him not to 


uo. but he told her he intended ne\er to 
return to San Francisco. 


F.nily in Anaust. 1SOS, Mr*. Dunning 


rcLeivcd by mail a box of candy.

it came a handkerchief and a slip of 
paper bearing the words:

Autopsies dis- 


closed that 
the victims had died of 


arsenic poisoning. A chemist analyzed 
the candy remaining uneaten and found 
it heavily dosed with that poison. And 
Mr. l\nnington, eximining ih 
f> nddress 


on the box and the script of the message, 
detected Ike similarity 
of the hand- 


writing to that of an anonymous letter, 
postmarked "San "Francisco," and re- 
ceived months before by Mrs. Dunning, 
in which her husband's name was men- 
tioned. 


Summoned to Dover by -wire, Dunning 


identified the handwriting 
as that o£ 


Mrs. Botkin. And then, his mind re- 
verting to those days "he had spent with 
her in San Francisco, idly conversing 
on a multitude of topics, lie recalled 
having mentioned that his wife was ex- 
cessively fond of sweets and that one of 
her most intimate friends there was a 
Mrs. Corably. This last accounted for 
the use of the "Mrs. C." as a signature. 


A Dover detective was dispatched to

can^ly and handkerchief. 
ChieU of Po- 


lice I. W. Lees took charge o£ the case. 
The trail of Mrs. Botkin led to Stockton, 
where bhe was living with her husband 
and son.

of Mrs. Botkin's presence in that part 
of the city on that day was the fact 
brought out by the detectives that on 
Anirnst 4 she had loft for St. Helena.

Eudolff detailed a talk with Mrs Botkin 
in Stockton about a week before the 
mailing of the package, during which

And 
employees of a hotel at California and 
Hyde streets, where Mrs. Botkin resided 
for a time, testified that on her de- 
parture they found in her room the torn 
piece of a gilded seal, and examination 
of the candy-box showed part of the 
original seal missing.

About a year before the trial of Mrs, 


Botkin, a. hou^e-eleaner named Albert 
lioff had murdered Mrs. Mary Clute, 
wife ot a well-known commercial trav- 
eler, at 803 Guerrero street, San Fran- 
cisco. In his charge to the jury, Judge 
Carroll Cook had stated that '•circum- 
stantial evidence has the advantage OMT 
direct e\idon<;e, because it is not likely 
to be fabricated." 
On appeal, the Su- 


preme Court now declared this an error, 
:md as the same charge had heen'^en 
in the Botkin case, Attorney Knij.'}if \\as 
able to secure a retrial. 


]t w*;is newly six year? from the time 


of her lirst trial, but all the Dclawaie 
witnesses were still ali\e to come and 
testify against her. She was sentenced 
on August 2, 1004, to life imprisonment. 
Her attorney appealed, and four years 
later the Slate supreme court affirmed 
the judg>neut. 


Pending this decision, Mrs. Bofkm 


was supposed to be confined in the 
bran' b county j»il. During this pci iod 
Trial Judge Cook, going by street-car 
one Sunday to visit the grave of his 
recently deceased wife, was astounded to 
«ee Mrs. Botkin apparently iingmirded 
in the same car. As the car approached 
the county jail, she signaled for a stop 
and ali'-diffd. 
The judge's gfi'/,c followed 


the muidcrcss until she disappeared from 
view. 
An i n vest lira t ion begun by Coofc 


next day disclosed the fact that she inui 
vamped the guards at the jail so ef- 
fectually that she was surrounded by 
comforts denied to other prisoners. 
It 


was inferred that on her trip to the city 
and the return therefrom she had been 
accompanied by one of the guards, who 
discreetly remained in another part of 
the car. 


Judge Cook, however, was unable to 


elicit an admission from anyone con- 
nected with the jail that Mrs. Botkin 
had e\er been beyond its precincts, and 
ihe woman, with characteristic effront- 
ery, falrovc to wrest the incident to her 
own advantage, claiming that it was her 
double whom Judge Cook had seen, and 
that this double was probably the per- 
son who bought the poison, handker- 
chief and candy. 


With the destruction of the main 


county jail by the fire of 190G, the 
branch county jail became so crowded 
as to deprive Mrs. Botkin of her home- 
like quarters there, and on her own 
appli<ation she was removed to San 
Quentin in May. 1906. 


In 
the meantime death had 
been 


busy 
among her relations. 
Mother, 


sifter, son and husband all passed away 
shortly affer her conviction. 
Dunning, 


too, h^r love for whom was the begin- 
ning of her great and many mi--for- 
tunes, alao died. 


Then came ,in the fall of 190S, the 


decision of Ihe, supreme court which 
destroyed her last hope. Nervous pros- 
tration followed, reducing her to n wreck 
of her former self. In the last dajs of 
1009 «ho became the prey of a Con- 
firmed melancholy. 
Pleading e'Urome 


illness, she applied for a parole m 
February, 3010, hut was denied. 


The end was near. 
On the seventh 


of the following month she lapsed into 
unconsciousness and died—of softening

HOMEMADE HAMMOCKS. 


It is not iiHieL "of a trick to make a 


netted hammock, l.iin ibc work involves 
considerably more time than ilic canvas 
type shown in Fiji1. 1, which is every bit 
;is comfortable and much more durable 
This canvas hammock has been patterned 
al'ler thai used in the navy. 


The heaviest canvas tliul yon can get 


should be used. 
Figure 2 shows the 


dimensions. 
Perhaps you cannot get :i 


piece wide enough, and will have to sew 
together two widths. The piece must he 
enough wider than tbe givwn dimension to 
provide for turning over 3-1 inch of the 
side edges, and enough longer than (lie ' 
given dimension to allow for turning 
liiK-k the ends to form 2-incb hems. 


Figures 3, 4 and 5 show the end sus- 


pension ropes and how they are con- 
nected. Buy a pair of 3-inch iron rings 
ai a harness-shop, and, j;et sooie heavy

wrapping twine. Loop the twine through 
the rings, forming 12 loops 24 inches 
long fo hang from car-li ring, and bind 
the strands together close to the rings, 
vitli twine (Fig.

Slash the hems 


across the ends of tbe hammock, as indi- 
cated in Fig. '2. making a slash for each 
l<v,p. 
Slip the loops one by one into the 


slits, and then 7%n a piece of clothes-line 
through the hem and through tbe loops. 
This rope will hold the loops fast. 


Hammock chains in yard lengths, with 


hooks on the ends, can be purchased in 
most hardware stores, but it is not neces- 
.s.'try to use these, because doubled clothes- 
line will serve the purpose equally well. 
If you hang your hammock between two 
trees, be sure to wrap a piece of burlap 
or other heavy cloth around, the trees to 
protect the bark. 


A 
barrel-stave 
hammock 
like 
thafc 


shown in Fig. 6 requires fourteen or fif- 
teen staves. 
Yon may not have the 


material at hand with which to make this 
hammock. If not, you can obtain barrels 
at any grocery store at ten or fifteen 
cents apiece. Apple, barrels will do, and 
two wil) furnish more than enough staves. 


After the barrels have been knocked 


doivn by removing the hoops and lx>t-

torus, sort out the b<ist fonrteen staves 
from tbe lot. 
With a jack-knife or small 


saw. notch the edges of each stave about 
1 1-2 inches from the ends (Fig. 7). 
These notches are made to receive the 
rope iised fo join the staves. Before join- 
ing- the staves, sandpaper all surfaces 
smooth, then give them a coat of paint, 
or a coat of shellac and one of spar- 
Twnislr, to keep the wood from roughen- 
ing in case it is exposed to rain. 


Use clothes-line for joining, and cut 


two lengths for each side of the ham- 
mock. 
Figure S shows how to run the 


ropes in an out around ihe stave ends, so 
thai each stav\' has a rope crossing over 
it and a rope crossing under it. 
The 


notches in t.ue euges ot tne staves snouiu 
keep the ropes from slipping off, but you 
can make them more secure by binding 
the ropes between the staves with twine. 
Join the ends of the ropes to form loops 
long enough for suspending the hammock. 
The ends of the loops may be fastened to 
iron rings, as the other hammock ends 
are joined.

The creation of the Utah Na- 


tional Park was provided for In 
legislation enacted by the Sixty- 
eighth 
Congress In the 
closing 


hours of the first session. It was 
announced today by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 


The area embraced In the new 


national park includes the famous 
Bryce 
Canyon 
in Southwestern 


Utah 
which 
Professor John A. 


Wldstoe of the University of Utah 
has described as follows: "It is a 
box canyon two miles wide by 
three miles long, cut 1000 feet Into 
the top of Paunsaugunt plateau. It 
drains toward the southeast and 
overlooks the Colorado river. 75 
miles distant. 
The strata In the 
canyon are flat, low-lying territory 
sandstones and clayey sandstones, 
rather highly Indurated. 
A won- 


derful vanety of erosional forms 
•re painted in every color, shade 
and tint of the spectium, including 
r«ds, pinks, creams, tans, laven- 
ders, purples, blues, greens, choco- 
lates a_nd whites. 


"This unparalleled array of ero- 


•lonal forms, coupled with wonder- 
ful coloring and dotted somewhat 
profusely with a \ariety of ex'er- 
green trees, const.tuUs perhaps the 
•world." 


"The visitor to Bryce Canyon Jn- 


ttaatly feels a welcoming friend- 
ship," write* Professor Frederick 
S. Pack, also of ths University of 
Utah. 
"He complacently sits on 


the precipitous rim i,nd experiences 
ao feir. 
H« climbs ladders arid 


follows narrow path* into the Inner 
recesse* and feels wholly at ease. 
Ha watches the canyon in Its va- 
rious moods with the changing of 
the day and admires It more with 
•ach 
shifting scene. 
His soul 
•xulta with his first vision of the 
canyon; he tarries longer than he 
had planned, and h* leaves under 
protect, but with solemn promise 
to return." 
Bryce Canyon now constitutes 


the Bryce Canyon National Monu- 
ment, but the act elevating it to 
national park status provides that 
before the 
new designation be- 


comes effective all the lands within 
the exterior boundaries shall first 
become the property of the United 
States. 
There are 640 acres of 


lands In the park area osjied bv 
the state and Union Pacific Rail- 
road 
Provision is made for the 


«xchange of alienated lands in both 
this and Zion National Park, Utah, 
for unappropriated and unreserved 
pubhc lards of equal %a,!ue and ap- 
proximately equal area outside of 
these parks in the state of Utah. 


The administration of the new 


park is placed in the national park 
service of the Department of the 
Interior and is the twentieth na- 
tional park to be established and 
set apart for tne benefit and en- 
joyment 
of the 
people 
of 
the 


United States.

President of Highest Soviet 


Court Gets 10 Years 


for Murder.

BERLIX June 21.—"In my of- 


fice I am a Turkish Pasha and I 
have the right to dispose of the 
women In it as I please." 


•This was the 
declaration de- 


livered In open court by M. Knya- 
lev, president of the highest Soviet 
court In Voronev, in Poland, who 
vas being tried for murder on the 
Charge of having shot to death his 
secretary, Irena Argowa. an excep- 
tionally pretty girl from the Uk- 
jaine. 


Testimony produced at the trial 


showed that Knyasev had 
put 


through very rapid promotions for 
the girl and turned over to her the 
most profitable work in expecta- 
tion of her favors. The girl, how- 
ever, declared she v.ouid many 
him If he divorced his first wife. 


The court president ref us?<l to do 


this and discharged the girl with 
this statement: 


"I cannot employ In my office 


'•women with whom I am insanely 
in love." 


Thereupon the local Soviet com- 


mittee intervened and Irena was 
reinstated, while Knyasev was dis- 
charged Instead. In a rage, Knya- 
«ev concealed himself in the door- 
way of the court and shot the girl 
down as she tried to ent^r. 


• "I love my wife too much to di- 


Torce her," he said in court, "but 
neither could I bear the thought to 
•eparat« myself from the girl. As 
my employee, she was supposed to 
.take orders from me anyhow." 


The court could not see it that 


•way, however, and he was sen- 
tenced to ten years' solitary con- 
finement and the loss of all his 
civil rights.

The Battleship Tragedy 


While there is no pronounced disposition 


here to place individual blame for the dreadful 
tragedy aboard tbe warship Mississippi, there 
is a recollection of another naval disaster on 
the Califoi nia coast less thau a year ago, where 
seveu craft piled themselves on the rocks with 
deplorable loss of life, and without blame being 
fixed for a result which would appear to be 
hlameable to somebody. Eesponsibility for the 
San Pedro tragedy may not be so readily 
traced as toe former disaster would appear to 
have been, vet there is a genera! feeling that 
too many such things are happening. 
If no- 


body can be held responsible there is too much 
basic fault. 
T\ ithout being able to argue tbe 


matter there is a feeling that such terrible 
things ought not to occur. 
Perhaps nobody 


was really at flagrant fault, but the idea seems 
to be that conditions should not be so that such 
awful things can possibly happen.

A Union Terminal 


Presentation of plans to the municipal board 


for a union railway terminal occurred last Mon- 
day, but consideration of tbe matter was de- 
ferred. 
The city is shy this feature in its 


transportation facilities, which many cities not 
nearly as large and nowhere near so important 
have duly provided themselves with. That San 
Francisco is deficient is probably _dup to, the_ 
fart that in thp earlier stages of railroading 
bore there was but one railro'ad, and 'though 
there arp nnw Ibvee transcontinental lines, fur 
passenger purposes the rails terminate on"the 
continental side of the bay. That thp move- 
ment to provide a union depot here mnkes such 
slow headway is perhaps due to the fact that 
need of it has not been felf as in other cities 
not situated as this is. The general opinion 
seems to be that a union depot should be lo- 
cated somewhere near the terminus of the Van 
Ness avenue extension as the same has been 
proposed, which might be in the vicinity of 
Market, Howard and Eleventh to Thirteenth.. 
How-cver, any uuiou terminal location is very 
far from bring settled upon or secured, and will 
-cost great sums for a site and rights of way.

In 2sew York alone there are thirty-five first- 
class theaters open under the Shubert-Equity 
agreement. The Sbuberts are tbe backbone of 
the Managers' Association, which has made 
terms with Equity. 
YMiile there may be no 


strike or overt effect from unionizing actors 
and putting uniqn rules in force at the leading 
theaters, there are bouud to be important re- 
sults, in the opinion of prominent actors and 
producers here. 
Already some.projects have 


been abandoned, and some going;theatrical en- 
terprises have been'Curtailed. 
Actor-Manager 


Miller, who hasn't missed a season here in 
years, has let it be known that be will probably 
not rorne this year, though he is still being 
urged.
